"As I made clear in my 
testimony before the Senate, 
the UN is critical to a range 
of US interests and US lead¬ 


ership at the UN is indispen¬ 
sable to making progress an 
those interests," Power said 
before meeting with Ban. 

Some of the issues Wash¬ 
ington and the UN must work 
together on include terrorism, 
'mass atrocities in Syria," as 
well as South Sudan, global 
poverty and the crackdown 
on civil society around the 
world, she said 

Power, a Harvard Law 
School graduate and former 
special assistantta Obama, en¬ 
joyed widespread support dur¬ 
ing the confirmation process 
as someone who would he an 
effective and eloquent advo¬ 
cate for US interests.

Pinochet's five children 
and his wife Lucia Hinart 
initially had b een accused of 
embezzlement, but none 
were charged with any 
crime The closure of the

Brazil police occupy 
drug-infested Rio 
slum 



RID DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Some 13D elite Brazilian po¬ 
lice officers deployed into a 
drug-infested slum complex in 
northern Rio on Monday m 
Drder to prepare the way for a 
permanent presence there. 

The Mangueinnha complex, 
located in Hie Baixada Flumi- 
nense district, is home to 
25,000 people and comprises 
the Corte 3, Sapo, Santuario 
and Mangueirmha favelas. 

Police said a 130-strong de¬ 
tachment, mainly from the 
elite Shock battalion, would be 
deployed for 30 days to pre¬ 
pare for a permanent presence. 

But, for now, authorities say 
they do not plan to deploy a 
Police Pacification Unit m 
Mangueninhas, as has hap¬ 
pened since 200 S m other 
favelas once under the sway of 
drug gangs 


Pacification deployments are 
part of an official campaign to 
restore security ahead of next 
year’s World Cup and the 20Id 
Rio summer Olympics. 

The Mangueirmha shanty¬ 
towns were controlled by Red 
Command, Brazil's oldest drug 
trafficking organization, which 
fled dozens of other slums se¬ 
cured by police, mainly m the 
south of the city that is popular 
with tourists, 

Despite the police presence, 
drug trafficking continues, al¬ 
beit in a more discreet manner, 
with gangs occasionally attack¬ 
ing police stations 

Cases of alleged police abuse 
have also been reported. In the 
Rocniha favela, a 42-year-old 
construction worker. Am aril do 
de Souza, has been missing since 
July 14 when he was picked by 
police for questioning.

Spain arrests 
paedophile 
parc/oned by 
Morocco 

MADRID (AFP) - Police on 
Monday arrested a Span¬ 
ish paedophile who had 
his pardon revoked by 
Morocco's King Mohamed 
VI after it sparked angry 
protests, the interior min¬ 
istry said. 

Daniel Galvan Vina, who 
was convicted of raping 11 
children aged between 
four and 15 and sentenced 
in September 2011 to 30 
years in prison in Mo¬ 
rocco, was detained in 
Murcia in southeastern 
Spain, an interior ministry 
spokesman said, 

Galvan, who once 
worked at the University 
of Murcia, will betaken to 
Madrid "in the coming 
hours" where he will be 
brought before Spain's 
top criminal court, the Na¬ 
tional Audience, which will 
decide his fate, the 
spokesman added. 

He was among 48 Span¬ 
ish prisoners pardoned by 
the king on Tuesday last 
week following a visit to 
Morocco by Spain's King 
Juan Carlos. 

The pardon sparked 
outrage in Morocco, which 
has seen several high-pro¬ 
file paedophile arrests in 
recent months.

PERPIGNAN (AFP) - The fa¬ 
ther o f a b eauty queen who di s - 
appeared without trace along 
with her mother was; found 
hanged Monday in his French 
Foreign Legion barracks, judi¬ 
cial sources said. 

Francisco Benitez, chief 
warrant officer in charge of re¬ 
cruitment in the Foreign Le¬ 
gion, was discovered m the 
barracks where he worked m 
the southwestern city of Per¬ 
pignan, a source dose Id the 
case said. 

His daughter Allison, 19, 
and lus wife Mari e-Jo see Ben¬ 
itez, S3, disappeared on July 
14 and have not been seen 
since, local assistant prosecu¬ 
tor Luc-Andre Lenormandtold 
AFP 

Benitez, a Spaniard who 
was granted French national¬ 
ity, left a letter and video be¬ 
hind, and also sent emails to 


his parents, bosses and friends 
to tell them he could not stand 
the suspicions weighing on 
him. 

He said he was innocent and 
declared his love far his 
daughter, sources close to the 
case said 

The two women's disappear¬ 
ance was initially treated as a 
simple missing persons case - 
one of the tens of thousands 
such incidents that take place 
eveiy year m France -- espe¬ 
cially as husband and wife 
were separating 

But on Friday authorities 
opened a judicial probe into 
their disappearance, admitting 
it had become a source of con¬ 
cern. 

According to Benitez's previ¬ 
ous statements to the police, 
the two women left their home 
on July 14 with suitcases, 
without any explanation. 


LatAm nations express surveillance 
'indignation' to UN 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Latin American bloc Merco¬ 
sur reiterated Monday to the 
United Nations its indigna¬ 
tion over US espionage prac¬ 
tices revealed by Edward 
Snowden, without prescrib¬ 
ing its next steps on the mat¬ 
ter. 

During a meeting with Ban 
Ki-moon, foreign ministers 
from Venezuela, Uruguay, 
Brazil and Argentina pre¬ 
sented a final declaration 
from a recent Mercosur sum¬ 
mit, condemning the US in¬ 
formation gathering 

Veil ezuel an counterp art 
Elias Jaua spoke of "concern 
and indignation," adding that 
the spying "violated interna¬ 
tional principles and human 
rights." Venezuela currently 
presides over Mercosur.

The ministers also touched 
on the "unprecedented" re¬ 
fusal by several European na¬ 
tions to allow the airplane of 
Bolivian President Evo 
Morales m their airspace re¬ 
cently after rumors that 
Snowden could be on board. 

According to Patricia, the 
member states and Ban also 
discussed the embargo 
against Cuba and the sover¬ 
eignty of the Falkland Is¬ 
lands, claimed by both 
Argentina and the UK. 

The four ministers will be 
in New York on Tuesday for 
a UN Security Council dis¬ 
cussion on cooperation be¬ 
tween the UN and regional 
bodies. Argentina will pre¬ 
side over the council begin¬ 
ning in August.

STOCKHOLM (AFP) - New 
Swedish research lias shown 
that there is little oriiD relation 
between how much sleep peo¬ 
ple get at night and Iidw fa¬ 
tigued they feel, the head 
researcher said Thursday 
"The length of sleep is not a 
gaocl measurement to analyse 
whether we get enough sleep or 
not," Tbrbj o em Aakerste dt tol d 
AFP of die studies conducted at 
the Stress Research Institute of 
Stockholm University. 

"It's genetically conditioned 
and dependent on age and 
health," he said 
Aakerstedt's team has con¬ 
ducted three different studies, 
one of which investigated the 
sleep patterns of nearly 6,000 
individuals. 

The research suggests that 
the number a f hours slept is o E 
much less importance in deter¬ 
mining how a person functions 
throughout the day. 

"If you feel fine and dynamic 
during the day, youVe probably 


slept enough, - said Aekerstedt 
The research, to be published 
later tins year, found the aver¬ 
age number of hours slept dur¬ 
ing a working week is six hours 
55 minutes, with an exha hour's 
sleep during holidays. 

Hie researcher said that 20- 
year-olds should sleep eight, 
hours on average, whilst fiO- 
year-olds require only six 
"But there is ud general av¬ 
erage," Aakerste dt added 
"Twenty-year-olds can sleep 
even more, but still be tired 
during the day" as their brain is 
still developing 
Yet, although more sleep 
does not mean more energy, ud 
one should sleep too little, as it 
affects one's health, he said. 

Tdd lithe sleep can result in 
a weak immune system, type 2 
diabetes, heart disease, weight 
gain, workplace incidents and 
traffic accidents.

WASHINGTON (AFP)-Ama¬ 
zon founder Jeff Bezos will buy 
the struggling Washington Post 
newspaper from longtime 
owner the Graham family for

Bezos is making the pur¬ 
chase as an individual and 
Amazon is not involved, the 
Post said. The deal involves 
only the newspaper assets of 
the Washington Post Co., winch 
also owns the Kaplan testing 
company and other units 
The stunning announcement 
came just days after the New 
York Times sold the Boston 
Globe newspaper for just $7D 
million to die owner of the 
Boston Red Sox baseball team, 
and underscored the despera¬ 
tion of the US newspaper in¬ 
dustry for new cash support to 
survive the rapid transition of 
the business to the internet 
“I, along with (Post pub¬ 
lisher) Katharine Weymouth 
and our board of directors, de¬ 
cided to sell only after years of 
farm h ar new r sp ap er-m dustry

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World's first test-tube burger tasted 
in London 



LONDON (AFP) - Scientists 
mi veiled, die world's first lab- 
grown beefburger in London 
on Monday, frying it in a little 
oil and butter and serving it to 
volunteers in what they hope is 
the stall of a food revolution. 

The tasters pronounced the 
14 0-gram (five-ounce) patsy, 
developed at a cosS of more 
than 250,000 euros ($320,000) 
with backing from Google co- 
founder Sergey Bun, as "close 
to meat" in Savour and texture 
bus not as juicy. 

Hie s o -c all e d " culture d 
beef' -- dubbed the "Franken- 
burger" — was made using 
strands of meat grown from 
muscle cells taken from a liv¬ 
ing cow, mixed with sail, egg 
powder and breadcrumbs and 
coloured with beetroot juice 
and saffron 

Professor Mark Post of 
Maastricht University in the 
Netherlands, who led the re¬ 
search claimed it could even¬ 
tually replace ordinary beef in 
the diets of millions of people 
and in so doing reduce the 


huge environmental pressure 
caused by raising livestock. 

Post insisted the artificial 
beef is safe., promising to give 
the leftovers from Monday's 
tasting to lus children. 

“1 ate it myself a couple of 
time s with n o he sitati o n wh at- 
so ever... 1 would feel p erfectly 
comfortable letting them taste 
it," he told journalists at the 
tasting. 

Post acknowledged that the 
technology was at a veiy early 
stage but predicted the meat 
could he on supermarket 
shelves m 10 to 20 years. 

The first pubh c tasting took 
place at a west London theatre, 
where a professional chef 
cooked the round, pink patty 
over lo\v heat at a kitchen 
ca miter stmt la - to those used 
in TV cookery shows 

One o f die volunteers, Aus¬ 
trian food researcher Hanni 
Ruetzler, cut into it carefully, 
before declaring: "It's close to 
meat. It's not that juicy, but the 
consistency is p erfect"

seized a billion euros' ($1.3 billion) worth of fake goods 
in 2012, mainly from China and mainly through the post 
and concerning cigarettes and drugs such as Viagra.

Campaigners say such de¬ 
mand is putting unsustainable 
pressure on the planet, both 
through the feed required for 
file animals and the methane 
gas they produce, which con¬ 
tributes to global wanning. 

Animal rights group Feta 
has offered a prize of'$1 mil¬ 
lion (750,000 euros) for the 
first lab to produce and bring 
to market in-vitro chicken 
meat, and is funding research 
m the United States.

The announcement ended 


weeks of speculation over the 
fate of Rodriguez, a three-tune 
American League Most Valu- 
able Flayer who baseball affi- 
cials say used banned drugs 
including testosterone and 
human growth hormone and 
also tried to obstruct the Bio¬ 
genesis probe. 

"Rodriguez's discipline 
under the Joint Drug Preven¬ 
tion and Treatment Program is 
based on his use and posses¬ 
sion of numerous forms of

It's a potentially devastating 
sanction for a 38-year-old 
player, but not as damaging as 
the lifetime ban that MLB was 
reportedly considering. 

However his appeal eventu¬ 
ally turns out, Monday's pun¬ 
ishment further shadows 
Rodriguez's achievements on 
tire field, including a 2DO 9 
World Series tide with the 
Yankees and 647 career home 
runs that put him fifth on 
Major League Baseball's all- 
time career list.
